VENOMOUS BEECHES. 


A Perilous Experience In the Swampy 


Jungles of Sumatra. 


Dr. Andries Verha^en of Batavia, 


Java, WUH Uiiei-tfd by the goverunieut 
of the Netherlands to go to the east- 
ern end of Sumatra to study a terri- 
ble epidemic of beriberi which had 
broken out there. The ship in which 
he sailed was wrecked, and he and a 
young assistant offered to go into the 
Interior to seek assistance. 


For about ten minutes they strug- 


gled through a dense and swampy jun- 
gle. 
Suddenly the younger man cried 


out witu paiu. doing to his aid. Dr. 
Verbageu noticed three leeches attach- 
ed to his arm.. They were of a ven- 
omous variety that cling to the lower 
tranches of the bushes awaiting their 
prey aud, not content with gorging 
Jieiuselres on blood, inject into tbe 
wound a poison tbnt causes acute pain. 


While Dr. Verhagen was helping his 


assistant innumerable leeches attached 
ibemselves tu his face and neck. To 
free him from them the young man 
lad to scrape bis skin with a sharp 
stone. 
Exhausted by loss of blood, 


the doctor managed to crawl back to 
tbe wreck of tbe ship, where be faint- 
ed. He was taken to a hospital tbe 
following day. and it was several 
weeks before he recovered. One of 
his eyeballs was totally destroyed by 
the terrible leeches, its socket being 
left empty.—New York Worltt.

Warns 
Governor 


That Attoroney General Seeka to 
Open the Doors of the State Treas- 
ury for Al! Kinds of Illegal Trans- 
actions as in Former Yeara. 


Harrisburg, May 14—Auditor Gen- 


eral-Powell has appealed to Gavwrnr 
or Teaer to review Attorney Gener- 
al Bell's refusal to assign Deputy At- 
torney General Cunningham to rep- 
resent him in the highway manda- 
mus suits or to permit him to em- 
ploy counsel out of the special fund 
allowed the attorney general 
tor 


such purposes. 


"I am loth to believe," he writes, 


"that as chief executive officer of 
the commonwealth you 
would ap- 


prove the action of this member of 
your executive staff. Certain I am 
that your sense of fairness wilt not 
compel the fiscal 
officers 
of the 


commonwealth to go undefended or 
to pay counsel out of their private 
purses,—which la my case, at least, 
is a very slender one." 


Open Way to Corruption. 


Powell encloses copies* of his let- 


ter to Bell 
and of the tatter's re- 


fusal to grant the request. In reply 
to Bell's declaration that the auditor 
general's objections to the highway 
department's requisitions arq "purely 
technical and dilatory," he warns 
the governor that Bell is trying to 
write "into the law of the common- 
wealth a pernicious principle which 
will come back to plague this and 
future administration*" — meaning 
hat if the suits succeed 
the safe- 


guards against reckless or unathor- 
zed expenditure of the state funds 
will bo torn down and the doors to 
corruption, wild be-thrown aa widely 
open as ta the days when, the four- 
milldon-doilar capital was furnished 
at a cost of nine millions.

A Perilous Experience In the Swampy 


Jungles of Sumatra. 


Dr. Andries Verha^en of Batavia, 


Java, WUH Uiiei-tfd by the goverunieut 
of the Netherlands to go to the east- 
ern end of Sumatra to study a terri- 
ble epidemic of beriberi which had 
broken out there. The ship in which 
he sailed was wrecked, and he and a 
young assistant offered to go into the 
Interior to seek assistance. 


For about ten minutes they strug- 


gled through a dense and swampy jun- 
gle. 
Suddenly the younger man cried 


out witu paiu. doing to his aid. Dr. 
Verbageu noticed three leeches attach- 
ed to his arm.. They were of a ven- 
omous variety that cling to the lower 
tranches of the bushes awaiting their 
prey aud, not content with gorging 
Jieiuselres on blood, inject into tbe 
wound a poison tbnt causes acute pain. 


While Dr. Verhagen was helping his 


assistant innumerable leeches attached 
ibemselves tu his face and neck. To 
free him from them the young man 
lad to scrape bis skin with a sharp 
stone. 
Exhausted by loss of blood, 


the doctor managed to crawl back to 
tbe wreck of tbe ship, where be faint- 
ed. He was taken to a hospital tbe 
following day. and it was several 
weeks before he recovered. One of 
his eyeballs was totally destroyed by 
the terrible leeches, its socket being 
left empty.—New York Worltt.
